AT MERCY OF ENEMY IN AIR 


Tells How Japan and Great Britain 


Could Invade Country by St/Law-

Washington, Sept. 29—(U.B—The 


United States army and ,navy- are 
impotent for national defense pur- 
poses; .Col. William Mitchell told the 
President's aviation inquiry board 
today.

It is at the merc-y of an enemy 


air force, he declared in an outburst 
against the army and navy depart- 
ment last winter. 
Mitchell told the board in detail 


how Japan and Great Britain could 
invade the United States by air by 
the St. Lawrence River or Alaska. 


The American air service ;.s treat- 


ed alike. "The army. is litlc more 
than a police force and the-navyis 
old fashioned and no good for na- 
tional defense," he said. 


'Mitchell urged creation at -once of 


a unified air force, the flying men in 
charge,- who would be submersible to 
Admiral and Brigadier general, who 
have never been off the1 ground. 


His recommendations told just be- 


fore the board recessed for • liin^h, 
when Mitchell 
was still

stand, are as follows:

defense;1'; which, 


shall have control under the; direc- 
tion of the president, over all land, 
sea and air forces, and anv ques- 
tions that affects 
them.
